“Why is it that India and the 
United States,” he asked, “as well 
as other nations, have to spend 
s0 much on rearmament when 
we -need more food and good 
things of life? All these nations 
were greatly reduced in arma- 
ment. Yet, Russia maintained 
300 divisions and _ continued 
building aircraft and weapons at 
tremendous rate? Why did she 

that while all other nations 
were disarming?”

KANSAS CITY, Dec. 26—The 
White House formally announced 
Monday the selection of George 
F. Kennan as the hext U. S. am- 
bassador to the Soviet Union and 
said the Soviet government had 
given its agreement to his ap- 
pointment. 

Kennan, who is credited with 
authoring the current American 
policy of containing Soviet ex- 
pansion, will succeed Adm. Alan 
G. Kirk, the present American 
ambassador, around Feb. 1. Adm. 
Kirk has made known his desire 
to leave his Moscow post for some 
time, and President Truman now 
has agreed reluctantly. 

The announcement was made 
late Wednesday by Joseph Short, 
White House press secretary, con- 
currently with publication in 
newspapers here of a dispatch 
from Pravda, the official Com- 
munist party newspaper in Mos- 
cow, which bitterly attacked Ken- 
nan as a director of anti-Soviet 
activities. 

There had been speculation as a 
result of Pravda’s attack that the 
Soviet government might not give 
its agreement to his nomination as 
ambassador, but Short emphasized 
that the agreement already had 
been made. Normal diplomatic 
practice provides that each state 
wishing to nominate an ambassa- 
dor or minister to another state 
communicate in advance the name 
of the prospective appointee, ask- 
ing the concurrence of the gov- 
ernment to which it is proposed 
he will be accredited.

According to unofficial re- 
ports reaching here, forced labor 
gangs also have been assigned 
to the construction of railways, 
leveling airfields, erecting defense 
works, transporting supplies and 
helping the families of Red army 
men till the farms that are short 
of manpower. 


MYRIADS 


There are no reliable figures 
available on the number of pa- 
litical prisoners now working on 
forced labor projects, but indi- 
cations ate that the overall total 
runs into the hundreds of thou- 
sands. The Communist Hsinhua 
News Agency reported on Dec. 15 
that more than 65 per cent of 
“counterrevolutionary criminals” 
in the southwest region—which 
comprises the four provinces of 
Szechwan, Yunnan Sikiang and 
Kweichow—hdd “thrown them- 
selves into reform by labor. An- 
other ' official domestic dispatch 
from Taiyuan, capital of Shansi, 
'stated that more than 90 per cent 
of the prisoners in that North 
China province were also engaged 
in compulsory labor. 


The mainland press also has 
highlighted “reform by labor” at 
such places as the “village of new 
men” at Tungtai, in north Kiangsu 
and Chingho farm, a stockade of 
eight farm villages operated by 
the Peiping municipal government. 
Meanwhile independent Chinese 
dispatches from Canton have re- 
ported a large number of Kwang- 
tung political prisoners passing 
through there recently en route to 
reclamation, railway and military 
installation projects in various 
parts of the country. 


GROWING GRAIN 


Describing the activities at 
Chingho farm, where the prisoners 
are growing grain on reclaimed 
land and raising livestock, the 
Hsinhua News Agency said: 


“When the criminals first came 
here they had absolutely no habit 
for work and no production skill. 
They feared and hated labor. 
Some even practiced slowdown 
strikes, deliberately falling down 
while carrying earth and lying on 
the ground to take a rest. Some 
wasted time going to the toilet to 
evade work and some ‘counter- 
revolutionary criminals’ even went 
to the length of open resistance, 
sabotaging their tools or organiz- 
ing escapes. But through diverse 
labor and ideological education 
the criminals have undergone a 
great change ideologically.” 

The official reports on forced 
labor in China have noted that 
standards of “fixed time, fixed 
quality and fixed quantity” are 
set for the work assigned to po- 
litical prisoners, with rewards be- 
ing offered to “model prisoners” 
and execution confronting the 
“stubborn case.”

Union Chiefs 
Pick Warren 
Over Ike 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 26—(UP). 
Union leaders turned thumbs 
down Wednesday on General Ei- 
senhower as a Republican presi- 
dential candidate and said that 
Governor Earl Warren of Califor- 
nia is the GOP’s best bet. 

A poll of union presidents also 
showed that they think Senator 
Douglas (Dem., Ill.) would make 
the strongest Democratic candi- 
date, as far'as labor voters are 
concerned, if President Truman 
decides not to run. 

Trailing far behind Douglas as 
the Democrat choice were “crime 
busting” Senator Kefauver (Dem., 
Tenn.) and Eisenhower, whose 
name appeared on both the Re- 
publican and Democratic tickets. 

Not a single union official voted 
for Senator Taft (Rep., Ohio), co- 
author of the Taft-Hartley labor- 
management law, or former Min- 
nesota Governor Harold E. Stas- 
sen on the GOP ballot. Taft and 
Warren are the only avowed Re- 
publican candidates. Stassen will 
announce Thursday whether he 
will run. 

The poll was conducted by The 
Machinists, weekly publication of 
the International Association of 
Machinists (AFL), among 150 
presidents of AFL, CIO, Railroad 
Brotherhood and _ independent 
unions. 

The officials were asked to name 
the man who they thought 
would draw the greatest labor 
support on the Republican ticket 
and on the Democratic ticket in 
the event Mr. Truman decides not 
to seek re-election. The Machin- 
ists said “more than 40 per cent” 
replied. 

Warren made a runaway of it 
on the GOP slate. He received 74 
per cent of the votes, followed by 


Eisenhower with 14. An assort-' 


ment of names received 9 per cent, 
while 3 per cent expgessed “no 
opinion.” 


Among those with one or more 
votes in the GOP poll were Gover- 
nor Thomas E. Dewey of New 
York, General MacArthur, Sena- 
tor Duff (Pa.), Senator Lodge 
(Mass.) and Senator Morse (Ore.). 


Douglas led the Democratic 
nominees with 47 per cent of the 
votes. He was followed by Ke- 
fauvér with 19; Eisenhower, 16;

To Prevent Toll of Holiday Accidents 


New York—Last year 849 per- 
sons lost their lives and thou- 
sands of others were injured as 
the result of traffic accidents 
during the twin three-day cele- 
bration of Christmas and New 
Year’s. The figures were com- 
piled by the National Safety 
Council and can be taken as 
official. 

People who are concerned 
with reducing these accidents 
have offered a plan so basic 
that it is amazing that it has 
not been widely adopted long 
before this. They simply sug- 
gest that hostesses, restaura- 
teurs and and other party-giv- 
ers make the fina] refreshment 
for their guests—the “one for 
the road”—a cup of strong, hot 
coffee. 

There is considerable medical 


evidence that this is good ad- 
vice. Tests conducted at Cor- 
nell University showed coffee 
to be a fine soberer-upper. 
Coffee was proved a potent 
antidote for alcohol. And, as 
you are aware, the old pros of 
the road—truck, taxi and bus 
drivers—have long made fre- 
quent coffee stops rigid routine 
to keep their reflexes alert and 
thus avoid accidents. 

Obviously, there is a better 
chance for driver and pedestrian 
alike to arrive home safely if 
the final “jolt” of the party is 
an antidote for alcohol rather 
than more-of same.

It is rare when we disagree 
with State Auditor B. E. 
Thrasher Jr. This is one of the 
times, though. It’s about the 
State Ports Authority. In his 
annual audit of this authority, 
Thrasher points out that it is 
a separate and distinct agency 
from the state government, and 
therefore not subject to the laws 
regulating expenditures. like 
other state agencies. But ap- 
parently he feels the Ports Au- 
thority should be regulated 
somewhat in its spending on 
incidentals. 

Had the Ports Authority been 
subject to state laws in the 
same manner as all other state 
agencies, Thrasher observes that 
a half dozen expense items 
costing a total of around $3,000 
would be disallowed as. illegal. 
These included a $2,910 auto- 
mobile assigned to Director 
Henry Sweet, $174.20 spent by 
Assistant Director Leon Wil- 
liams for promotional purposes, 
$27.82 spent on entertaining 
visitors, $15 for floral offerings, 
$40 sent to the Savannah Cham- 
ber of Commerce and $1.79 for 


tips. 
These items are called to the 


attention of the General Assem- 
bly so that action may be taken, 
if desired, clearly to define the 
powers of this authority which 
was created by legislative act, 
Thrasher stated. 

Shortly after this audit was 
issued, two other authorities— 
also separate agencies from the 
state government — announced 
they would take steps to make 
themselves subject to the same 
laws as govern the state agen- 
cies. These were the University 
Building Authority, of which 
Thrasher is chairman, and the 
State School Building Authority. 

We feel that the work of the 
State Ports Authority is pri- 
marily promotional. It must 
sell Georgia’s parts to the world 
trade. The fellows must be in 
a position to pick up the dinner 
checks when “big wheels” from 
foreign states and nations are 
talking with them about using 
the state port at Savannah. 

It is more convenient to meet 
visiting industrialists with a port 


' ear than have to flag a taxi. It 


seems to us that Leon Williams 
and his group have been pikers 
in using expense méney for the 
past year. 

This money is not taxpayers’ 
money, let it be understood. It 


is bond money which the Ports 


Authority—not a state agency— 
obtained by pledging its own 
revenues as securities. The Port 
Authority must spend money 
promoting the port in order to 
make money. This is different 
from the University Building 
Authority or the State School 
Building Authority. Schools 
don’t have to advertise for busi- 
ness—they have more students 
now than they can care for ade-

Surprise Attack 
Now Impossible 


WASHINGTON—It is astonishing te return 
from a three-month journey of observation 
abroad to find a great many people convinced 

that Gasen of the Army Dwight D. Eisenhower’s mission in Europe 
has been a failure. The impression of a total lack of any real accom- 
plishment in Europe, of the whole European defense effort bogged 


down in confusion and inertia, seems to be almost universal. 
The truth is that Eisenhower has scored a 


it is simply not true. 
downright startling success. 

It is hardly surprising that 
most Americans should be un- 
aware of what the Eisenhower 
mission is really accomplish- 
ing. Until very recently the 
European defense leaders them- 
selves had no idea how much 
was really being done. These 
men came to the recent defense 
talks in Rome in a mood ‘f near 
despair, miserably reluctant to 
ask their governments to make 
the greater effort which is re- 
quired in the period immedi- 
ately ahead. 


General Eisenhower’s bril- 
liant deputy, Gen. Alfred 
Gruenther, altered this whole 
atmosphere of gloom at a sin- 
gle stroke. At a secret brief- 
ing he showed the European 
leaders in hard terms what 
had already been accom- 
plished in the near future 
with a determined effort. 
And when he had finished he 
left the Europeans convinced 
that the job of building «a 
real defense of Western Eu- 
rope could be done, and 
ready to get on with the job. 


Consider, first, what has al- 
ready been done. As of today, 
Eisenhower has under his com- 
mand some 26 divisions, the 
great majority already organ- 
ized in conditions of combat 
readiness. He has a function- 
ing, rational supply system for 
these divisions, and a still in- 
adequate but growing tactical 
air force. 

Almost this whole by no 
means contemptible little army 
has been created in less than 
12 months, as it were out of 
thin air. When Eisenhower ar- 
rived on the European scene he 
found no more than seven divi- 
sions worthy of the name. Even 
these divisions existed in part 
on paper. They had no real 
tactical air support, and they 
were scattered about in tacti- 
cally meaningless positions, 
often with their supply depots 
between them and the poten- 
tial enemy. In brief, there was 
simply no real defense in West- 
ern Europe at all, and every 
European knew it.

What has already been accom- 
plished can be summed up in a 
single sentence. The Soviets 
cannot now launch a surprise 
attack in Europe. A year ago 
the Red Army was in a. posi- 
tion to lunge forward at the 
word of command. Without a 
day’s preparation, Soviet forces 
could have started a rapid, vir- 
tually unopposed march to the 
This is no longer so. 

The existing NATO forces 
constitute more ground strength 
than the Kremlin has available 
in attack position in Eastern 
Germany and elsewhere. This 
means, to quote one estimate 
from a highly expert source, 
that a full two months of 
preparation and reinforcement — 
would be required before a suc- 
cessful Soviet offensive could 
be launched. These prepara- 
tions would of course be de- 
tected very soon, well before 
the fatal hour struck. 

The importance of this change 
in the European military situa- 
tion is absolutely fundamental. 
It means that for the first time 
since the war Europeans can 
begin to feel some sense of se- 
curity—not for the whole fu- 
ture certainly—but for tomor- 
row, the next day, even the 
next month. This limited but 
entirely real advance toward 
security is already having a 
profound though partly invisible 
effect in Europe.

Flores Lone ’51 Fatality 


24,365 Boxers Participated 
In U.S. Pro Bouts During 1951 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 26—(4)—The National Boxing As- 
sociation said Wednesday there was only one death in pro- 
pessional boxing in 1951, as against three the previous year. 

In a year-end statement citing protective measures to make 
the sport safer, the NBA said that during 1951, 24,365 con- 
testants took part in pro bouts in the United States. 

Welterweight George Flores of New York was the lone 
fatality. He died in September after a bout with Roger 
Donoghue, a fellow townsman. 

In the amateur classification, the NBA said, there were 
four fatalities in 1951. No deaths occurred in intercollegiate 
boxing. ‘ 

The NBA pointed out that there were no deaths under the 
jurisdictions of the more than 100 commissions affiliated with 
the NBA. . 

One of the major safety measures contributing to the de- 
celine of pro fatalities was the eight-second compulsory count, 
the Association said. Under this regulation a contestant floored 
by his opponent must take the count of eight. 

“The purpose is to keep a man from being struck when he 
arises by animal instinct with impaired reflexes,” the Associa- 
tion explained. “It also gives the referee a better chance to 
judge as to the need for halting the bout.” 
| Other protective measures include recommended long lay- 
| offs of boxers who suffer “violent” kayos or too many knock- 
| outs. Compulsory NBA-wide retirement is usually recom- 
mended for fighters, the NBA said, if they decline into that 
category.

New data cannot 
help but, especially in the light 
of the many inferred yet unsolved 
relationships of the chemically 
complex entity in arthritis, ather- 
oschlerosis and all their ramifi- 
cations.” 

She said the findings are “re- 
vealingly significant in making 
manifest important characteristics 
inherent in the chemical picture of 
the total oral secretion.” 

Differences in cholesterol con- 


tent of the order of magnitude 
may become a diagnostic tool in 
some respects more easily utiliz- 
able than its blood counterpart, 
she said. 

This 118th meeting of the AAAS 
will continue through Dec. 31, 
with some 2,000 scientific papers 
being reported. Some 10,000 sci- 
entists, representing all branches 
of science will attend the sessions.

“An American in Paris” 
couldn’t keep step with a fast- 
moving crowd of college students 
who recently completed a 
“grande tour” of Europe. 


“We saw seven countries,” re- 
ports Nannette Enloe of 2750 
Chattahoochee Ave.

Their goal was the Univer- 
sity of Gottingen in English- 
occupied Berlin, to attend an in- 
ternational seminar. 

“Lectures went slow,” 
Nannette remembers . Every 
word was translated into three 
languages for students from 19 
nations. 

The young scholars heard a 
fourth language. Across. the 
street from the German Uni- 
versity was the Russian em- 
bassy. 

“Passport trouble almost kept 
us out of Vienna,” the attrac- 
tive Atlantan reports. é 

On the train passing from the 
American zone into the Russian 
sector of Vienna, a discrepancy 
in passports showed up. 


“We were put off the train 
and had to wait a half-day to 
straighten out red tape,” says 
Nannette. 

Unlike usual tourist fare, these 
travelers stayed in European 
homes and ate Europeans’ food. 

“Meat and  0»potatoes. three 
times a day in Berlin,” Nan- 
nette reminisces. 

An adventure in Paris got her 
photograph into an American 
magazine.

history, Secretary of Labor Tobin 
said Wednesday. 

And, he added in a year-end re- 
port, the 1951 record probably will 
be broken in 1952. | 

Despite stresses and strains, he 
said, the nation’s economy main- 
tained a remarkable stability in 
1951, 

“At the end of 1950,” he said, 
“raw material prices had risen 12 
per cent in six months and the 
consumers price (cost of living)
